WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP)— 
Democrats staged an upset today 
and forced the controversial Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner housing bill out 
of the Houst anking committee by 
a 14-to-13 vote. 

As it emerged from the com- 
mittee, the bill contained pro- 
visions for 500,000 federally- 
financed public housing units in 
five years, a slum clearance, an 
urban redevelopment program and 
rural housing aids. 

Wolcott Bill Considered, 

The committee had also under 
consideration a housing bill spon- | 
sored by its chairman Jesse P. 
Wolcott, (Rep.), Michigan. Wol- 
cott’s measure contained none of 
the controversial features of the 
Scnate-approved T-E-W bill.

The Democrats lost their first

The vote 
on that was 14 to 12. 


Gain Strength. 

At an afternoon session, how- 
ever, the Democrats gained 
strength. With the Wolcott bill 
under consideratioin, they tacked 
on the provisions of the T-E-W 
bill for public housing, slum clear- 
ance and urban. redevelopment, 
rural housing aids and a housing 
research program. 

Amendments to add those provi- 
sions were adopted by a series of 
14 to 13 votes. 

The committee then voted 14 
to 13 to report the bill to the 
House favorably. The House ver- 
sion of the bill will bear Wol- 
cott’s name but it has all the 
controversial T-E-W features.

Stassen, a candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 
said a cut would be a “breach of 
commitment” to the 16 European 
nations co-operating in the Eco- 
nomic Recovery Program.

More Than Dollars Involved.’

“I feel very deeply that much 
more than dollars, or materials or 
recovery is involved,” Stassen said. 
“The most precious metal in all 
the world is directly concerned. [| 
consider this to be a question of 
the national honor of the United 
States of America.” 

He took issue with President 
Truman indirectly by praising the 
record of Congress. Yesterday, 
Truman called this Congress “the 
worst” in the country’s history. 

Stassen said: 

“With all the difficulties that 
are naturally present with a con- 
gressional majority of one party 
and a President of another, you 
have nevertheless made one of the 
most constructive two-year rec- 
ords in foreign policy of any Con- 
gress in the history of our na- 
tion.” 

What House Did. 

The House voted to spread the 
recovery funds over 15 months in- 
stead of 12 months. This would 
have the effect of cutting the aid 
program. 

Stassen’s appearance at the 
Capitol added steam to the drive 
launched by Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, himself a presi- 
dential dark horse possibility, to 
block the House economy move. 

ECA Administrator Paul G. Hoff- 
man is reported “happy and re- 
lieved” over the strong fight being 
waged to save the ECA funds. He 
is said to feel that Vandenberg, 
who testified yesterday, had turned 
the tide in favor of the full appro- 
priation. 

Chairman Taber (Rep.), New 
York, of the House Appropriations 
Committee which proposed the 
cut, showed no signs of backing 
down. 

“I will fight to the end to re- 
tain this reduction in the bill and 
resist all the special pressures 
which are being mustered to make 
a treacherous raid on the Ameri- 
can taxpayer,” Taber said in a 
statement. 

Denies Specific Promise. 

Later, in a radio interview, he 
denied there had been any com- 
mitment for a specific amount 
when Congress passed the foreign 
aid authorization bill.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
tentatively approved today a bill 


to give coastal states ownership 
of oil-rich tidelands. 

The final decision was left ope 
temporarily to permit the record- 
ing of the votes of two absent 
Senators. 

Senator Moore (Rep.), Okla- 
homa, told a reporter the vote 
was 6 to 5, with Senators Kilgore 
(Dem.), West Virginia, and Mag- 
nuson (Dem.), Washington, not 
Sort Magnuson is out of the 
city. 

The bill, similar to one passed 
by the House, is on the Republi- 
can Policy Committee’s list of 
“desirable” measures. No specific 
time has been set for its consider- 
ation in the Senate. 

The measure would vest in the 
coastal states clear cut title to the 
submerged land in a three-mile 
belt beyond the low tide line. 

The Supreme Court held last 
year that the state of California 
does not own the land under its 
marginal sea. Sponsors of the bill 
contend this decision upset all 
previous precedents. 

A similar bill, passed by Con- 
gress before the Supreme Court

LEW TO-KEEP 
MINERS WORKING 


Propose Contract Exten- 
sion Without Strings 
During Talks—Hartley 
Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP)— 
Soft coal opérators, today asked 
John L. Lewis to agree without 
any strings to keep his miners 
working after the present contract 
expires June 30. 

They suggested that the terms 
and conditions in the contract be 
kept in operation, subject only to 
cancellation by either party on 
five days notice. 

Yesterday, the United Mine 
Workers’ chief had offered to ex- 
tend the contract temporarily — 
while a new one is being negotiat- 
ed—if the operators would agree 
to put his 3100 monthly pension 
plan for miners “forthwith.” 

Another Lewis condition was 
that any wage increases or bene- 


fits eventyally negotiated should 
be made retroactive to July 1. In 
their reply the operators made no 
mention of that proposition. 
Operators Charge Delay. 

Charles O'Neill, the operators’ 
spokesman, “said that Lewis’s ac- 
tion of yesterday “is clearly one of 
delay.” Lewis was not present 
when O'Neill presented his con- 
tract extension idea to the con- 
ference of miners and operators 
this afternoon. 

O’Neill said, “If Mr. Lewis is in 
good faith and desires to assure 
the country of a continuous sup- 
ply of coal during negotiations, he 
will certainly agree to this resolu- 
tion.” 

At the Capitol, Representative 
Hartley (Rep.), New Jersey, said 
it is obvious that Lewis is getting 
ready for another coal strike. He 
said Congress should stay in ses- 
sion to deal with any such emer- 
gency. 

“That Lewis is not bargaining 
in good faith is equally obvious,” 
said Hartley, chairman of the 
House Labor Committee and co- 
author of the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Act. 

He referred to the current nego- 
tiations, in which Lewis’s exten- 
sion proposal was countered by a 
full-fledged contract offer from 
the operators. The owners pro- 
posed mo wage increase, but 
agreed to continue the present 
10-cent-a-ton royalty to finance 
pensions and other health and wel- 
fare benefits. | 

“It would be a grievous error 
for the Eightieth Congress to ad- 
journ and leave the country at the 
mercy of the United Mine Work- 
ers,” Hartley told reporters. “For 
in Lewis there is no compassion.”

SMUTS SAYS FIFTH 
COLUMN TECHNIQUE 
IS WORLD MENACE 


CAMBRIDGE, England, June 10 
(AP)—Field Marshall Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts declared today that 
the “fifth column technique” is 
the greatest menace to the western 
world. 

Smuts, who recently was de- 
feated as Prime Minister of South 
Africa, said the technique was the 
modern substitute for war, and 
ser the aggressor as well as 

ar itself. The white-bearded 
statesman spoke at ceremonies at 
which he was proclaimed Chancel- 
lor of Cambridge, an honorary 
academic post. 

Smuts contended that, while the 
fifth column menaced western 
civilization, preparedness for war 
was insurance against it. 

It is a fair inference that if we 
are reasonably prepared and our 
house from the defense point of 
view is in good order, we have 
nothing to fear,” he said 

“This new technique of conquest 
without war has proved so success- 
ful that it has become all but a 
substitute for war itself, as the 
recent record of all eastern Eu- 
rope has proved,” Smuts con- 
tinued. 


“The advance is resolutely con- 
tinued, as the -martyrdom of 
Greece shows. The silent, grim 
battlefront is moving westward in 
céhtral. Europe. . . Nothing in 
our age has been more significant 
than this new technique of ag- 
gression and of pacific conquest, 
which has taken the place of 
orthodox war, and renders it all 
but unnecessary and obsolete ex- 
cept as a very last resort.”

“2, I will agree to pay in addi- 
tion 10 cents per barrel for the 
oil delivered aboard ship; also to 
pay to you an export tax of six

“3. You will arrange for delivery 
of oil to me, through the existing 
pipe lines of the Standard Oil Co. 
(meaning Standard Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia) and 10 cents should cover 
the cost and give them a profit. 

“In conclusion it would be my 
earnest desire to pay you an ex- 
port tax of 20 cents per barrel 
instead of six cents. This would 
be dependent on the competitive 
attitude of the British-owned oil 
companies, but it is my firm belief 
that this could be accomplished.

This was assured yesterday when the Senate adopted by a vote 
of 44 to 39 an amendment offered by Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
revising the Articles of War along the lines of recommendations 
made by an American Bar Association committee and many other 


groups. , 

The amendment is identical 
with a bill passed by the House 
Jan. 15, Thus there is little doubt 
that it will be incorporated in any 
final draft law. The reforms, the 
first important changes made in 
the Articles since World War I, 


would not apply to the Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

Kem made a strong appeal for 
his amendment, asserting in a 
speech on the floor that basic 
changes were urgently needed and 
that “if Congress has time to pass 
legislation to take these young 
men into the Army it has time to 
pass legislation to give them a 
square deal.” 

Supported by Morse. 

He was seeonded by Senator 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, who re- 
called his own fruitless efforts 
over the last three years to obtain 
hearings on his resolution for a 
sweeping investigation of the 
court-martial system. 

“We have been delinquent in 
not taking action long before 
this,” Morse said. The fault is 
ours. I regret this amendment ap- 
plies only to two branches of the 
service, but it covers the branches 
affecting the largest number of 
men. We will have the opportunity 
all next year to observe its work- 
ings.” 

Among those who voted for the 
amendment was Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Republican Policy Committee 
and presidential aspirant. Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
president pro tem of the Senate 
and a frequently mentioned dark 
horse presidential candidate, voted 
against it. 

Opponents apparently picked up 
a considerable number of votes 
when one of their number, Chair- 
man Chan Gurney of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, who 
was floor manager for the draft 
bill, promised to make court-mar- 
tial revision the first order of 
business the next time Congress 
meets.

Lord Byron Said It 


He was the mildest manner’d man that ever 


scuttled ship or cut a throat. Lord Byron didn't 


have Jesse Wolcott in mind when he got off 
that. line, but it has some application to the 
chairman of the House Banking Committee. He 
has carved up the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill to 
omit public housing and otherwise to please his 
ardent admirers in.the real estate lobby. He 
has removed the “socialism” from it as applied 
to the slum dwellers and lowest income groups 
in the nation. But he left in the “socialism” 
for the more fortunate citizens. 


The T-E-W bill has been years in the mak- 
ing. It is designed to attack the worst evil in 
American life—the lack of homes. Many hear- 
ings have. been held and the most exhaustive tes- 
timony produced. Under the leadership of that 
eminent Socialist, Senator Taft, it passed the up- 
per chamber, receiving the votes of members of 
both parties. It was sent to the House contain- 
ing the necessary public housing provisions. On 
this point, the Senate Banking Committee, coun- 
terpart to Jesse Wolcott’s committee, gave out 
as its considered judgment this statement: 

The committee does not see how, as a mat- 

tef of simple justice, it can recomniend a 

housing program which would aid all groups 


of our citizenry except the very one which 
is most in need of aid. 


Before coming out for public housing, Senator 
Taft searched his soul, his mind and his Repub- 
lican philosophy and was compelled to conclude: 


The justification for public h — 1 — is that 
we have to eliminate the disgra 
of housing in which the lowest income — 
flies live. 
Senator Taft also said: 

Six million homes (are) slum dwellings 
in which childres-ougt not to be brought 


up. 

As it passed the d the T-E-W bill pro- 
vided not 6,000,000 units of public housing, but 
only 500,000. The bill’s goal is 15,000,000 homes 
of all types in a 10-year period, so that public 
housing was only a small fraction of the whole. 
All kinds of encouragement and financial aid are 
given in the bill to high-cost housing. 

Jesse Wolcott and the real estate lobby are 
mighty pleased with such aid. But they don't 
want the Government to engage in any more 
projects like Clinton-Peabody Terrace and Carr 
Square Village in St. Louis. This despite the 
fact that real estate operators themselves will 
not provide homes for the lowest income fami- 
lies because they can’t make money out of them. 

St. Louis only the other day launched a mighty 
movement to rid this city of its No. 1 Eyesore, 
the central slum district. It cannot succeed un- 
less we have such a law as the Senate-passed 
T-E-W bill. Every large city in America has the 
same problem. 

To all this Mr. Wolcott and the real estate 
crowd are indifferent. But plenty of hell is 
going to be raised—and it is going to be raised 
by members of Mr. Wolcott’s own party—unless 
Congress passes a bill with public housing pro- 
visions. It will be political dynamite not to do 
80.

That Wonderful Nalp Llahsram 


Russia has what we suppose could properly 
be called a Nalp Llahsram, or a Marshall plan 
in reverse. Whereas the United States is 
going to help Western Europe some, Russia, not 
to be outdone, is going to refrain from some 
of its contemplated injury of Eastern Europe. 
It is an entirely new idea in the field of good 
neighborliness. 

As Izvestia, the official Soviet Government 
newspaper in Moscow, explains the Nalp Llahs- 
ram, it will: consist of halving the reparations 
payments demanded of Finland, Romania, and 
Hungary. Here is how it will work: Romania 
is down to pay $300,000,000 in reparations to 
Russia, Yugoslavia and Czechslovakia—or, as 
we might say in the interest of brevity and ac- 
curacy, to Russia. Hungary is down to pay the 
same to the same, Finland is on the books to 
pay $300,000,000 to Russia not only in fact but 
in form. 

Now comes Russia’s reverse Marshall plan, 
and these three countries are to be helped to 
unrivaled peace, prosperity and progress by hav- 
ing to pay Russia only $450,000,000. The plan 
plainly has certain monetary disadvantages, but 
these are offset. Finland, Romania, and Hungary 
will escape “economic subjection” to the United 
States under the Marshall plan. Instead, they 
will get economic, political, social, and personal 
subjection to Russia—or as Izvestia calls it, 
“independent democratic government.” 

There’s the plan in a nutshell—or should we 
say nuthouse?

The tariff-loving Congressmen who want to 
kill or emasculate the reciprocal tradé bill ought 
to consult their wives. Women have a practical 
sense of values which should grasp the advan- 
tage of buying abroad the things which are bet- 
ter made there, sending in exchange goods at 
which we excel in manufacturing. 

Suppose Congressman Gearhart should ‘say 


to his wife Mary (if that is her name): “Do you

Provi- 
dence seems to have made Cuba to be one great 
sugar cane plantation. Instead of subsidizing 
the production of sugar from beets in Utah and 
Colorado or sugar cane in Louisiana, why not 
reduce the tariff on Cuban sugar? We might 
gain concessions on American shoes and ma- 
chinery, wheat and cigarettes. 

A great many Americans like British woolens 
and Scotch whisky. If we would reduce the tar- 
iff on these commodities, the British should be 
willing to slash their duties on refrigerators, 
typewriters or other highly prized American 
machines. 

German cameras, ‘Swiss watches, Belgian laces, 
Italian ceramics, Argentine or Chilean leather- 


ware—the list can be expanded indefinitely. The 


world will be a wealthier and more pleasant 
place to live in if we modify the mischief that 
has done by the theory that each nation 
lives better by living to itself. 

Repeal of the trade treaties would hurt 
foreign countries less than it would. hurt us. 
Under the Marshall plan, we are pledged to send 
friendly nations in Europe 15 or 20 billion dol- 
lars worth of American goods. If we raise our 
tariff walls, we simply reduce by that much 
Europe’s ability to pay us back. 

A good many Europeans must be snickering 
up their sleeves right now at the spectacle of 
Congressmen who would rather give dollars 
to Europe outright than let Europe buy them

China and Dresden ware. Again we say, let 
the tariff-minded Congressmen talk it over with 
their wives.

State Marshall, Foreign Secretary Bevin and 
Foreign Minister Bidault, he has denounced 
it as a major threat to French security. 
And yesterday he crossed the political Ru- 
bicon, urging the people of France to throw 
out the Schuman Government.

Both the extreme left and the extreme, right 
are making an issue of the German question in 
view of the October elections.

But.it may be tragic that 
the DeGaullists, feeling that they are slipping 
from the peak of their influence, should seize on 
it to make a new bid for power.

Have 
a frank talk with your husband. Tell him you want to be 
the best possible mother to his child, and ask if he won't help 
you by upholding whatever you may tell her to do, and by 
trying, as you are doing, to make the youngrter feel you are 
doing all possible to treat her as her own mother would. 
He should speak to the grandmother, also, make her under- 
stand she is harming the youngster by her attitude and get 
her to agree to allow you to handle matter: regarding her 
in your own way, and never to criticize or make derogatory 
remarks before her.

Colorful Life as Weather Observer 


William C. Haines Tells of Career in Meteorology—Accompanied Byrd on Three Trips 


By F. A. Behymer 


NE of the things that struck 

William C. Haines when he 

was a farm boy, born in 
Ohio, was that gometimes the 
weather was not all that could 
have been desired. There were 
times when he wanted to work 
and couldn’t because the weather 
was foul and it is possible that 
there were times when he didn’t 


want to work but had no excuse - 


because the weather was fair. He 
had a hanke to know why it 
was ‘like it when it was. So 
he went into the weather business. 
For 37 years he was in it. Now 
he has retired at the age of 61 
to meditate on what happened to 
him, including such chores as a 
trip to the North Pole and two 
trips to the South Pole. Because 
for the past eight years he has 
served as assistant meteorologist 
of the St. Louis Weather Bureau 
and his home is here he will do 
his meditating at 540 North and 
South road, University City, and 
there pursue the scientific re- 
search that he likes best. 

How it happened that Haines 
found a weather opening when 
he was a farm boy, one of his 


former teachers, J. E. Saunders, . 


had gone into the Civil Service 
and he told the boy he could pass 
and get in too. Anything would 
be better than farming h no 
telling what the weather would 
do, so he chucked it and the 
career of a country school teacher 
which he had begun, took the 
examination, passed, was assigned 
to Houston, Tex., and after a few 
months transferred to Galveston 
as assistant observer. He was 
there until June, 1915, then trans- 
ferred to Jacksonville, Fla., and 
in 1918 enlisted in the Army. 


. 


HE Army put him in the me- 

teorological department and 

sent him to Fort Omaha, Nebr. 
Later he was transferred to the A. 
and M. College at College Station to 
take a course in army meteorology 
and later went to the Science and 
Research division at Washing 
ton. In February, 1919, he was 
discharged at Camp Meigs and the 
next day returned to Weather 
Department duties, serving in San 
— Puerto Rico, and Washing- 

on. 

When Adm, Richard Byrd got 
ready in 1926 to go to the North 
Pole he needed a first-class me- 
teorology and aerology man to 
keep him from taking avoidable 
chances, Haines’s most important 
job was to pick the time for 
Byrd's jump from the base at 
Kings Bay, Spitsbergen, to the 
pole. It was a case of holding 
Byrd back until the right mo- 
ment, which wasn’t easy because 
Byrd and Floyd Bennett, who was 
to accompany him, were rearin’ 
to go. It was something like a 
race,- for Ronald Amundsen had 
come up from Italy in the Norge, 
a blimp, and there was friendly 
rivalry as to which should be the 
first to reach the pole. There was 
a difference in their plans. Byrd 
was to fly to the pole, take obser- 
vations and return. Amundsen 
was to fly over it and make a 
landing in Alaska, The first to 
take off would in all likelihood 
be the first to reach the pole. So 
Haines had his hands full keep-

ing Byrd and Bennett on the 
ground at Kings Bay. 

In picking the weather for the 
start, Haines had the benefit of 
the observations at several points 
which were sent to him by Wash- 
ington. What he needed worse 
than anything else was a big high 
pressure coming in from the west. 
That would give the stable condi- 
tion necessary for a successful 
flight. When he saw it coming 
in he gave the word for the flyers 
to get ready. The takeoff was 
to be at noon but at that hour 
the snow was so soft that they 
couldn't get off the ground. It 
was not until midnight that the 
snow had hardened sufficiently. 
The delay was dangerous because 
the stable conditions might not 
last and Haines did a lot of 
worrying during the 15 hours that 
they were away but they made it 
and returned safely two days 
ahead of Amiundsen’s flight. 
Amundsen made it too, flying 
across the pole, but cracked up in 
landing in Alaska. 

While Amundsen was in camp 
at Kings Bay Byrd went to visit 
him and Haines went along. The 
conversation was about Amund- 
sen's trip to the South Pole by 
dog teams in 1912, the first one. 
Haines didn’t realize it then, but 
Byrd was getting information for 
a trip to the South Pole that he 
was beginning to plan. It came 
out when the members of the ex- 
pedition were returning by ship. 

“Bill,” said Byrd, “how about Fo- 
ing to the Antarctic with me? 

Bill said it would de o. k. with 


Byrd was in earnest about it, He 
soon learned, though, that Byrd 
was in dead earnest about it and 
that he wanted a meteorologist 


‘who answered to the name of Bill 


Haines to go along and pick the 
weather for flying over the pole 
and for making other flights in 
connection with the expedition.

T Little America the job of the 

meteorologist was tougher than 

at Kings Bay, for there was 
no weather map and the nearest 
observation station was at New 
Zealand, 2000 miles away. Haines 
was on his own and had to make 
his calculations by observing the 
surface conditions and studying 
the upper air drifts, correlating 
them to ascertain the most favor- 
able times for making flights. 

What he needed was a clearing 
condition with a prospect of last- 
ing long enough to cover the 
period required for a flight. What 
he needed to produce that con- 
dition was a drift of air from the 
interior, from higher to lower, 
with enough velocity to maintain 
visibility as long as it would be 
needed. 

For Byrd's flight from Little 
America over the South Pole the 
difficulties were especially great 
because a plane could not carry 
enough gas for the round trip. 
To get around that a gas base 
was set up at the foot of Queen 
Anne Mountain. The plan of Byrd 
was to fly over the pole and make 
a landing at Queen Anne Moun- 


tain on the way back for refuel- 
ing. When the weather conditions 
were favorable Haines gave the 
word and the flight was made by 
Byrd, accompanied by Bernt Balch- 
en, Capt. Ashley McKinley and 
Harold I. June. Haines, anxiously 
studying the drifts, wag encour- 
aged by the reports he received 
by radio from the plane. 


During the two and a half years 
that the party remained at Little 
America many shorter exploration 
flights were made and so well 
did Haines pick the weather that 
there was not a forced landing. 
For getting the velocity at various 
altitudes he used pilot gas bal- 
loons two and a half feet in di- 
ameter, observing their drift as 
they ascended five to six miles 
before bursting. It was necessary 
for the safety of the flyers that 
there be no overcast. A drift of 
warm air from the water brought 
falling weather which precluded 
flying. 


It was much the same on the 
second expedition to the Antarctic 
except that Haines and all the 
others had the advantage of what 
they had learned on the first. It 
was in 1933 that the second expe- 
dition went to Little America and 
set up a base for more detailed 
explorations, 


Haines has many treasured me- 
mentoes of the three Byrd expedi- 
tions on which he was the me- 
teorologist. One is a mountain 350 
miles east of Little America which 
was discovered by Byrd and named 
after Haines. It rises between 


2000 and 3000 feet from the snowy 


waste and is down on the map as 


Haines mountain. To have it 
named after him doesn’t entitle 
him to possession but he has what 
he treasures more, a photograph 
of it that was sent to him by the 
Admiral and a note: 

Dear Bill:— 

Here is your mountain and with 
it goes my very best regards.

“To my close friend Bill Haines, 
whose brilliant forecasts enabled 
us to conquer by air the North 
and South Poles.

Haines also has two gold medals 
awarded by Congress, one in 1931 
and the other in 1937, and prizes 
a photograph of the presentation 
of the second medal by Navy Sec- 
* Swanson to Byrd. Admiral 
W. H. Leahy, chief of naval opera- 
tions and him. 


On his return from the second 
expedition Haines took up duties 
at the Washington Weather Bureau 
and in 1940 was assigned to the 
St. Louis bureau as assistant me- 
teorologist. He grew tired of the 
routine and because he likes scien- 
tific research better he took ad- 
vantage of his eligibility for re- 
tirement. He has no plans for the 
immediate’ future beyond resting 
and mowing the lawn but thinks 
he may make a study of meteor- 
ology as applied to business, for 
he says there are numerous 
branches of business that are 
affected by the weather. 


As for the forecasting of the 
weather, it is not as exact as a 
lot of people think it should be 
but that is because so many vari- 
able factors enter into it. The 
basic laws are well understood 
but within these there is such a 
high degree of variability that 
forecasters have to take them as 
they come and do the best they 
can, exposed always to the risk 
of having the best predictions up- 
set by unpredictable factors. 

Haines’s nickname, “Cyclone,” 
was not acquired because of his 
perspicacity in foretelling cyclonic 
disturbances but because of the 
disturbance he sometimes created 
in his difficult position of running 
a one-man weather bureau on the 
ice. He admits that he sometimes 
threw things around a bit. He was 
doing that one day when Vic Don- 
ahue, the Pathe picture man, 
named him Cyclone Haines and it 
stuck, even after he returned to 
the states. 

When it comes to temperatures, 
Haines, sitting in the shade, tak- 
ing it easy, is able to keep cool. 
All that he has to do is think back 
to times when, at the South pole, 
he recorded 78 degrees below zero. 
That was comparatively mild, he 
says, because the reading was tak- 
en where wind off’ the water 
warmed it up a bit. If a reading 
had been taken at the same time 
back in the mountains it would 
have been what might be called 
cold.
